The third settlem ent sinec 
the law went* into effect and the 
second fo r the y ea r 1014 has just 
been received by County T re asu rer 
Williams. 
In the three settlem ents 
Ru-di county has paid a 
total 
of 
$7,009*97 to the state and received 
back $5,440.22. 
The settlem ent ju st made is for 
only $470.44 and is known as the 
J a n u a ry 
settlem ent. 
The 
largest 
p a rt o f the automobile license fund 
com es at the July settlem ent as the 
m achines arc registered for the en ­ 
tire y e a r from J a n u a ry 1. and the 
am ount ju st received by the county 
tre a s u re r represents new 
machines 
th a t have been purchased situ e last 
Ju ly and which were registered in 
the middle of the year. 
T here has been considerable a g i­ 
tation for a change in the presets! 
law in order that the counties might 
get back a large percentage o f the 
money th a t is paid in. 
Rush county 
is not nearly as bad off a s some o th ­ 
er counties, but farm ers 
and 
ta x ­ 
payers here are almost 
unanim ous 
in declaring that all the money col­ 
lected for automobile 
licenses 
in 
R ush county should be kept in Kush 
county and spent on Rush 
county 
roads. 
A t present there are several 
bills pending before the legislature 
along this sam e line. 
The bills now before the legisla­ 
tu re seek to let the counties 
take 
care of the money 
without 
going 
through the hand o f the state and 
thus prevent a loss from the original 
am ount paid. 
As a result of these 
los-.es to the county, officials here 
are in fa v o r o f a bill to turn over 
all of the auto tax money directly to 
the county. 
The two bills now be­ 
fore the legislature are considered 
un satisfac to ry , i s one 
place- 
the 
automobile licenses in the hands of 
the county tre a su re r and the /other 
w ith the auditor. 
More radical men have been found 
li^re who even go so fa r as to f a ­ 
vor keeping of the m oney jn the v a ­ 
rious tow nships from which the a u ­ 
tomobiles are registered. 
Under the present law the a mount 
turned b ack t<> the county is divided 
1hree w ays. 
O ne-third o f the stun 
is given according to the num ber of 
miles of improved ro a d s, one-third 
fo r the net registration and one- 
third equally distributed according 
to net receipts. 
U nder the report 
Rush county had 258 miles o f im ­ 
proved roads. 
In the first two re ­ 
ports the num ber was placed at 255 
and this was corrected in this report 
and $4.90 sent to correct the error. 
The present law, it will he rem em ­ 
bered, went into effect in July, 1914 
so th a t the first time the am ounts 
received were fo r only half the year.
